O'Neal said that some of 
the -problems concerning 
Blacks joining the unions.

He pointed to the 
traditionally closed shops 
that limit their membership to 
both Black and white 

As chairman of the AFL- 
CiO's'Civit Rights Committee, 
O'Neal. said that their Civil 
Rights Department tries to 
bring about solutions when 
protesting discriminatory 
practices ,in union mem- 
bership. 

It is unfortunate, he said.

Airman, 23, Charged

A 23 year old US. Air Force man, 
charged with second degree murder in 
the shooting of a 26 year old Columbus 
man shortly after midnight Friday, is 
slated for a preliminary hearing Monday 
in Municipal Court 

Joseph M, Smith, home on leave 
trom Grissom Air Force Base near Peru., 
Ind., is charged with the death of John L. 
Jones, 2053 Floral Ave,,’ outside the 
Kashbah, 1076 E: Long. St., about. 1:30 
a.m. Saturday. 

Jones was shot twice in the chest 
and stomach with.a 45:caliber pistol and 
was pronounced dead on arrival at St. 
Anthony Hospital, police reported. Both 
bullets went through Jones’ body, 
Homicide detectives said. 

Homicide Det. Ralph Arnett, gave 


the following account of the killing, 
based on information collected by his 
department: Smith and ‘his wife, Chris, 


-were. seated in the Kashbah having a 


drink, Jones walked up and asked Smith 
if he didn't know him. Smith said that he 
did not, but Jones insisted that he went 


to high school with him 


Smith went to the rest room 
and when he returned. Jones 
had taken Smith's seat beside 
his wife and was sipping the 
drink left by Smith.

He, apparently planned 
to return, for he left his car 
keys and cigaretts at his girl- 
friends house.

After the shooting, Smith 
and his.wife went to the home

Smith did not enter a plea 
when he appeared in Munici- 
pal Court Monday before 
Judge Sidney Goldman. who 
set bond at a total of $20,000 
-Smith-was later released un- 
der a $15,000 QW qualify 
waived bond, and a $5,000 
surety bond. 

Jones. according to his 
grandfather, is a native of 
Columbusand attended

Schools. He thought that 
Jones was employed at the

Before we fill you in on the highlights of the various 
basketball tournaments around the nation. please join us in 
sending messages of good cheer to four former athletes who 
are very ill : 

All of these neh have’made some definite contributions 
to our Community in some way or other. Many of us are now 
benefitting fram the sacrifices these men made many years 
ago If you fre-under 45 years of age, you probably didn't see 
these oldtimers play. However something they did or said 
might have touched your life one way or the other 

Let us begin with William (Bill) Belt: former Sports editor 
of the Columbus-Advocate. Ohio State News and The Ohio 
Sentinel black weekly newspapers which preceded The 
CALL & POST 

Bill was the official scorekeeper for most of the baseball 
games played in the city by the Negro National League. He 
was the first black man to serve on the Columbus Recreation 
Committee (Aurealius Thomas is a member of that committee 
at the present time) 

Bell was also the-tirst black reporter from Columbus ta 
cover Ohio State footbalt'games from the pressbox. He once 


said. “| wrote my first boxing and Ohio State football stories 
from the bleachérs.”’ He credited-three-men-for helping the 
black. press 


‘We will always have a warm spot in our heart for three 
men Paul Brown. Bill Snypp and Dick Larkins, regardless of 
whatthe youngsters -think of them... Bill said . 

Bill has been retired from the sports scene for many 
years. at the present time. he is confined-to his home at 33 S. 
Highland Ave 

Another outstanding athlete in his day is Rudd Lewis 
Lewis is recuperating at Grant Hospital in Room 205. He was 
an qutstanding football player at Wilberforce -in_.the early 
20's. He also played with the Turf Club and several other 
amatuer teams in the community iff the laté 20's and early 
30's. 

One of Lewis’ greatest contributions to our city is his. 
dedication to the young people Many youngsters were ac- 
tive with Belmont youth Club. During the past few years, he 
has concentrated most of his efforts with the Broad St 
Presbyterian basketball team. Many of our high school and 
college players learned the fundamentals of the game on the 
“NBA” courts located at Broad St. and Garfield Ave. 

Our third shut-in is William (Bunk) Mann of 401 Ediridge 
St. “Bunk” played baseball at West from 1932-25. After high 
school days he played amateur-basebatt-with such teams as 
the Kimball Stars, Turf Club, and the Columbus Keystones 
When his playing days ended, Bunk remained active in 
sports by managing 740 AC’s softball and football teams 

No sports. program or team would thrive very long 
without some loyal supporters. Our fourth shut-in is Leonard 
Holland of 272 Sherborne Dr.. one*of the most loyal sup- 
Porters to a cause you'll find anywhere 

Several years ago. if you traveled to Cleveland to see 
Marion Motley and Bill Willis perform with the Browns. 
Holland would be there. If you journeyed to Cincinnati to see 
Jackie Robinson and the Dodgers. Leonard would always be 
there. If you dropped down ‘to Wilberforce to’ see Central 
State play Tennessee State. Holland would be there. If you 
stopped by the Novelty Bar to buy a cup of coffee. Holland 
would be there replaying the various ball games with the 
Monday-Morning Quarterback Club. 

How do we know so much about Holland's love for 
sports? The answer is simple because we, Claude Willis and 
Hiram Tanner. would be with him most of the time. This old- 
timer played his high school basketball, and football at 
Greenville.

These four men have inspired and helped many young 
people.over the years, They didn’t asked for this attention but 
we believe they deserve it.

Whitten, confessing that he 
ts a firm advocate of using 

“gimmicks” in promoting a 
business operation, bluntly 
told the Columbus group that 
their levy failed last year 
“because you didn't offer the 
People anything.” 

As to the® overwhelming 
success of TARTA, Whitten 
ticked off a series of in- 
novations which he put into 
practice and they caught on 
like a wildfire. 

These innovations include 
the issuance of weekly 
passes to students at a 


——“"Yeduced rate to be used 


anytime during school days. 
Some 23,000 students ride 
the buses daily with the 
passes. Other students may 
tide for 13 cents on school 
days, regardless ot -their 
destination. 

The passes, Whitten said, 


are | not only profitable, but 
more important, they serve as” 
a device to induce youngs- 
ters to ride public transporta- 
tion. “We'd rather try to con- 
vert the youngster than the 
older people,” he chuckled. 

TARTA also has a special 
reduced rate for Senior Cit 
zens, To ride for 30 cents, all 
they have to do is to show 
their Medicare cards. 

As a result of the pact with 
the Toledo Public School 
system, Whitten said the 
schools, which had the 
largest bus fleet in the state, 
is-now phasing it out... 

The.regular adult fare is 40 
cents and 5 cents for a tran- 
sfer. The buses run on 12 
minute schedules during 
Peak hours, and at 20 
minute intervals the rest of 
the day, Whitten said. 

written, who terms himself 
as a Maine conservative, said 

TARTA is perfectly satisfied 
with the.use of women as bus 
drivers. In using women, she 
said they have proven to be 
both competent and reliable. 

Since taking over as 
manager of TARTA, Whitten 
said “we have done a lot of 
things to bring the corpse to 
life.” However, he noted that 
the ridership was 12 million 
last year in comparison with 
eight million the last year it 
was operated as a private 
system.

“Bending the Law’ is an old 
cliche often used by a person

But whether one uses the term of 
“pending the taw”’-or-some~other- 
phrase for ignoring a certain law, it 
has been, and is still being done 
every day in courtrooms, on boards 
and commissions charged with ad- 
ministering the law

reference to a case in Columbus 
where an ADC mother of two has

Young's Wisdom Lives On 


On March 11, 1971, just two short 
years ago, Whitney Young died. His 
passing has left a gaping loadership 
void that grows more apparent with 
cach passing day in these troubled 
times, But Whitney left a Magnificent 
legacy, not only in the organization ‘he 
guided so well, the National Urban 
League, but also in public statements 
on-our Society 

In his last book, Beyond Racism, he 
outlined his vision of an open society 
that moves us beyond out-dated con- 
cepts of racism. integration or 
separation. He wrote: “The black man’s 
best hope ties not in a narrow 
separatism or in the cultural suicide of 
assimilationism, but in an Open 
Society; a society founded on mutual 
respect and cooperation, and pluralistic 
group self-consciousness and pride 
The Open Society toward which we 
must Strive is a society in which black 
people have their fair share of the 
power, the wealth, and the comforts of 
the total society. It is a society in which 
blacks have the options to live in a 
black neighborhood or to live in an in- 
tegrated one: in which blacks have 
control over decisions affecting their 
lives 16" the same dagree that other 
groups have, It is a society based on 
mutual respect and complete equality.” 

In one of his Jast public statements, 
‘he wrote an eloquent testimony to the 
need to end poverty, a moral statement 
that rings especially true in these days 
of retrogression 

“NO one is meant to live in poverty,” 
Whitney Young wrote, “and no one is 
meant to tolerate the wrongs of op- 
pression, Where poverty exists, all are 
poorer; where hate flourishes, all are 
eorrupted;" where injustice reigns; "alt 
are unequal. Our society is as strong as 
its weakest link -— thus the links that 
bind black and white, poor and rich 
must be strengthened or we all will 
perish, Every man is our brother, and 
every man's burden our own. Now 1s 
the time for the poor, the black, the op- 
Pressed, to unite and to turn our society 
around -- “for our own sakes and for 
society’s sake.” 

He took upon himself the role of am- 
bassador to confused White Americans 
who did not understand the black drive 
toward-freedom. He. said: 2

surge toward a greater patriotism -- but 
4 believe -in-the intrinsic intelligence of 
Americans: t~do~ not believe "that we 
forever need to be confronted by 
tragedy or crises in order to act. | 
believe that the evidence «© »! !

With today's knowledge and treat- 
ment of such diseases, many 
chronically ill women can now have 
children if they wish. However, such a 
woman has many important decisions 
to consider, The very first is to consult 
with her physician before she makes 
her decision to have a baby. He will 
check carefully her physical and 

r-emotional-condition,-the- dangers her 
disdase may pose to her illness worse, 
When these have been evaluated and 
discussed, and it appears that 
pregnancy is possible, he can help her 
bulld up her physical strength so that 
she is better able to stand the stresses 
and strains of pregnancy. 

Even if conception and birth are 
possible, a woman with a chronic 
illness should consider other important 
questions before going ahead. will she 
be able to care for her child after birth 

\ without endangering her own health? 
With severe heart disease, for instance, 
she may be guided Safely through 
pregnancy and childbirth by her 
physician, but the effort of taking care 
of the baby afterward may endanger her 
health and even shorten her life. If she 
has help with her household work the 
situation may be different. Also, has she

A Stain On Black Character 


A telephone call sent the mothers 
from her comfortable chair before the 
TV set, and she suddenly felt-the pangs 
of sorrow such as she was witnessing 
in the TV story when she was told to 
come to the police station to see about 
her boy who had been caught stealing. 
She remonstrated with the : positive 
declaration, "My boy does not steal.’ 

The boy had stolen, He was caught in 
the act of doing a theft job and there 
were witnesses. The mother. was 
vehement in remonstrance that. her son 
should be accused. There is no 
argument here of the mother's con- 
fidence in the honesty of her son, for 
most mothers think that they teach 
honesty. 

It brought back ar episode in my 
young beyhood when my mother sent 
me to a store to get some coal oil, while 
the grocer was in the back room pum- 
ping the oil, | took an apple. The grocer 
made me put it back, although | lied, 
Pretending that | had not taken it. 

| remember this. and many other 
episodes of black people as thieves, It 
iS & Supposed race trait that follows us, 
and is firmly believed by white people 
about us, along with notions of our 
gluttony in sex life and a suspicion of 
our being unclean, 

One has to knew that- there is a 
prevalency for “taking” too much 
displayed by us: | am always reminded 
of the black janitor who saw a fot of 
“dollas'’ and believed the white boss 
didn't know how much money hevhad; 

there were so many dollars and so 
much smal! change, But the janitor 
didn't know. that every penny of the 
money was in the boss’ records : 

My cancern is why do we get light 
fingered? As that little boy stealing an 
apple. ~ was it because we were so 
poor we rarely had fruit at all? As a 
matter~of~fact;-only..at Christmas in 
charity baskets. That is a good excuse, 
but Is it real or is there a peculiar trait 
haunting a black man, urging him to 
steal?

Social Security 
and You 


Q. When | graduated from schoot last 
May, my social security checks stop- 
ped. | didn't work while | was in school; 
but | got a job right after graduation, 
and | earned nearly $4,000 from June 
through December of last year. Do! 
have to file an annual report of these 
1972 earnings with social security? 

A. Yes, even though you didn’t start 
work until June, you should report your 
eamings to social security because 
you received checks during the first 5 
months of 1972. Since you didn’t earn 
over $140 a month from oVanuary 
through May, you are entitle. .o your 
checks for those months even though 
you eamed $4,000 for the year. Starting 
in 1973, people can earn as much as 
$175 a month without having any 
social security benefits withheld for 
that month. 

Q. My wife is 66 and a high school 
teacher. Last summer when she wasn't 
teaching she got monthly social 
security checks. We'll report her total 
wages on our income taxereturn. My 
wife thinks that's alf she has to do. Is 
she right? 

___A. No, she must also file an annual 
report of her earnings with the Social 
Security Administration by April 16, 


1973. This report is entirely different — 


from an income tax return. The people 
at your social security office will be 
glad to help her complete the annual 
report. 

Q. I'm 68 and I've been getting mon- 
thly social security retitement checks 
for the past 2 years. Last year when | 
helped out a friend in his business for 3 
or 4 weeks, he took social security con- 
tributions out of my paychecks. Was he 
fight in doing this or should | ask him 
for a refund? 

A. Your friend was correct in 
withholding social security from your 
checks, Regardless of your age, social 
security contributions must be paid it 
you work at a job covered by social 
security. Even though you get monthly 
retirement checks, you still have to pay 
the social security contributions on 
your eamings.

PART IV: INSTALLMENT CASH 
CREDIT. 


In the case of this type of credit ac- 
count the credit grantor loans money to 
the consumer and repays the loan by a 
series of payments over a period of time 
agreed upon when the account is 
opened. This is the type of credit ac- 
count used by loan companies, banks 
and credit unions. 

Since the period of time covered by 
the contract is often long. the payments 
relatively large, and the interest sub- 
stantial the person using this type of 
credit should thoroughly understand all 
the terms of the agreement. before 
signing

The 
numbers were staggering to say the least. 

Last week two more white southern colleges 


faced each other on the 


basketball court. Ohe team 


started all Negroes and the ‘other started four 
Negroes and one white player . .. Twenty years ago 
this sort of basketball lineups was impossible. 


While Jackie Robinson was 
an innovator in pro baseball, 
college basketball —had its 
hero in Perry Watlace. 

The first Negro. to. play a 
major sport for three years in 
the Southeastern Con- 
ference, Wallace was a great 
high school player 

But his-courage in the face 
of discrimination. humiliation 
and personal loneliness 
should be given the same, if 
not more credit than his.ath- 
letic prowess 

He has been described as 
“séifless,”” but very “aware of 
the role he played in the ath- 

, letic integration experiment.” 

“All 1-wanted. to do was to 
play basketball and be ac- 
cepted as a human being. It 
seemed very simple,”’ 
Wallace once told a reporter. 

Wallace played his basket- 
ball at Vanderbilt and was-the 
team's leading rebounder for 
three straight years, and 
averaged nearly 18 points per 
game in his senior year. He 
also made the coaches’ All- 
Southeastern Conference 
team,_second..team_all-con- 
ference in both wire-service 
polls, and was selected most 
popular student on campus in

sanitation as being the cause of many of their current health 
Problems. He said that in their country, tuberculosis is still a 
big killer and the life span is shorter than in many other 
places in the world. 

Or. Joseph T. Treinor, University of Oregon at Portiand, 
delivered an informative speech and personal account of 
what happens to a person who has a heart attack. In his 
speech he dealt with what happens to the patient 
emotionally, and the financial readjustments that some 
Patients and their families have to make after an attack oc- 
curs. Dr. Treinor reminded his audience that to the extent 
that they could, it was their responsibility to help the patient 
and his family make the necessary adjustments. 

Or. Isedore. Dyer, New Orleans gynecologist, in_his. 
speech talked about the unusual problems that can occur in 


youngsters. He-reminded the doctors that in many cases it
